REPORT 


TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Mat it please tour Gracious Majestt, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, appointed 
under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th years of your Majesty’s reign, entitled “ An 
Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable Donations and Bequests in 
Ireland,” humbly beg leave to submit to your Majesty this our Thirty-third Annual 
Report. 

2. Since the date of our last Report 31 meetings have been summoned, and of these 
26 have been effectual. We have made 231 orders in various matters affecting charities 
and charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the 
charities under our control. 

3. We have instituted legal proceedings in several important cases, and the amount 
of the solicitor’s costs for the past year was £119 19s. 5 d., of which £6 8s. 5 d. is charge- 
able upon the vote, the remainder being provided for out of the various charity funds. 

4. We continue to pay to the Exchequer £41 18s. Ad., being the annual dividend on an 
old endowment, from private sources, placed in the hands of the late Board in 1815, “ to 
assist them in recovering embezzled charities ; ” this is not required for that purpose, so 
long as costs incurred, and not otherwise realized, are paid out of the Parliamentary vote. 

5. We have been able to benefit several charitable institutions by authorizing the 
Trustees to sell portions of the charity property, and by empowering them to grant 
leases, to make exchanges, and to effect mortgages,.for the purpose of permanently improv- 
ing the charity property. 

6. Trustees continue, but not to as great an extent as might be expected, to avail 
themselves of the power of transferring to us trust funds of which they wish to insure 
the permanent security; more especially in cases where, from the death of some of the 
trustees, or other special causes, its safety might be endangered; also in cases 
where the fund is small ; such a course saves the expense of applications to the 
Court to appoint new trustees, or to lodge money under the Trustee Relief Act. 
We do not, however, think these facilities are yet sufficiently known or appreciated: 
and we hope as private trustees become better acquainted with their advantages they 
will be more extensively acted on. 

7. In an endowment, instituted for the benefit of the widows of clergymen in the 
diocese of Dromore, we mentioned in our last Report that we had certified a case to 
your Majesty’s Attorney-General, and the result has been that the entire fund, amount-, 
ing to. about £4,000, has been replaced, and is available for its charitable objects. 

8. The cases in which complaints of charitable trust funds being improperly with- 
held have been made to us, have sensibly decreased in number. We attribute this 
result chiefly to the publicity now required to be given to all charitable bequests by 
advertisements in local newspapers, and likewise to the fact, that in several instances 
funds which were more or less in peril in the hands of private Trustees have been trans- 
ferred to our custody, and that we have thus been enabled to watch and control their 
proper administration. The additional obligation imposed on Executors of forwarding 
to us copies of the newspapers in which the Bequests have been published operates as 
a further check against withholding. We register each advertisement forwarded to us, 
and of these we have now on record 2,678. These form a useful record of Charitable 
Bequests from the passing of “ The Charitable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland), 
18 67, ’’ down to the present time, and being indexed in alphabetical order by the names 
of the various testators, are at all times conveniently accessible for reference. 
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' r -' 9. In granting exemptions from publication we almost uniformly require as a condition 
that receipts, showing that the amounts have been paid to the proper parties or insti- 
tutions are produced for the inspection of our Secretaries. This course saves the expense 
of advertisements, and secures early payment in full of small bequests. The number of 
cases in which we have exercised our power of exemption since the date of our last 
report has been 128, and these have represented an aggregate of £2,083 in sums 
varying in amount from £l to £25. The number of cases exempted since the passing 
of the Charitable Donations and Bequests Act, 1871, has been 636, representing a sum 
total of £9,063 7s. 7d. 

10. Last year the administration of several bequests for the benefit of poor debtors 
became wholly impracticable, in consequence of the “ Debtors (Ireland) Act, 1872,” 
having then come into full operation. Under the 58th section of the “Prisons 
(Ireland) Act, 1877,” we are empowered to apply, or order the application of all such 
bequests to such other charitable purposes as we may think best, regard being had to 
the intentions of the Testators. We have, with the aid of the General Prisons Board, 
obtained a return, so far as it could be obtained, of the nature and amounts of all 
such bequests. In arranging these, as all other cases of Cy Pres, every scheme will, 
before final confirmation, receive the fullest publicity, so as to enable all objections 
thereto to be made and considered. 


11. In our Thirty-first annual Report we adverted to a bequest of upwards of £26,000 
left by the will of the late Mr. Michael Bernard Mullins of the city of Dublin, for the foun- 
dation and endowment of a Convalescent Hospital for the benefit of poor patients pre- 
viously treated in the various Hospitals of the City. The Testator having by his will 
placed his contemplated Institution under our control, we were fully apprized by the 
Trustees of all the steps taken by them for carrying out his intentions. In conformity 
with a wish expressed by the Testator that the Institution should be placed under the 
administration of the religious order of Sisters of Charity who had previously established 
a Convalescent Home near the village of Stillorgan, we sanctioned the Trustees entering 
into arrangements with those ladies by which on certain conditions as to remuneration 
they undertook to erect a new wing adjoining their own building, but on the un- 
dertaking that it was to be kept separate and distinct, and that it should always be desig- 
nated and known as the Mullins Convalescent Hospital. That wing has now been 
completed, and our Secretaries, who carefully inspected it, have reported to us that.it has 
been constructed with great care, and that it appeared to contain all the appliances 
calculated to promote the comfort and restoration to health of the convalescent patients. 
We have sanctioned rules and regulations for the administration of the charity, which 
provide for the free exercise of their religion by the patients of all denominations 
who are likely to frequent it. For the present, provision is made for sixteen patients to 
be sent from eight different Hospitals, and within the last few weeks the Hospital has 
been opened and is now in full operation. 

12. We adverted in a recent Report to the proceedings which we had instituted in 
the Court of Chancery for the purpose of extending the benefits intended to be conferred 
by the Will of the late Mr. Thomas Charlton, who left Estates in the Counties of Meath 
• and Longford to provide marriage portions for the sons and daughters of day labourers 
in these two Counties and, contingently, in some adjoining ones also. The conditions origi 
nally proposed by the Testator’s Will were so peculiar and so difficult of fulfilment that the 
administration of the charity had for some years become impracticable. The Court 
of Chancery has sanctioned a new scheme which while in every instance giving a pre- 
ference to those who comply with the original conditions of Testator’s Will, has extended 
the benefits of the charity to a large number of persons heretofore excluded.. The sum 
fixed bv Mr. Charlton’s Will, as the amount payable, for a marriage portion to each 
person complying with the requisite conditions was six guineas. As, in the present value 
of money that sum was inadequate, the new scheme provides that a sum not exceeding 
£25 maybe paid. Being aware that the chief obstacle to the past successful adminis- 
tration of the charity was caused by the difficulty of finding sons and daughters of day 
labourers in sufficient numbers to comply with the requisite conditions, our object 
was to obtain conditions easier of fulfilment, and at the same time so to limit the 
numbers that a substantial sum by way of marriage portion might be paid to 
each. 
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13. Public notices in the form prescribed by the Court of Chancery having been largely 
circulated in the counties of Meath and Longford announcing the conditions laid down 
by the amended scheme, the number of persons who sent in claims was very 
large. Our Solicitor, who has had the carriage of the proceedings, has reported 
to us that the number claiming to have fulfilled the original conditions was 65, viz., 20 
from Meath, and 45 from Longford, and that the number of claimants under the 
enlarged conditions amounted to 455, viz., 273 from Meath, and 182 from Longford. 
Thus, on the. first occasion of administering the charity under the amended scheme, 
the total number of applications was 520 ; these being subjected to rigid scrutiny 
in the Court of Chancery the number declared entitled under the original conditions 
was only 9, viz., 2 from Meath, and 7 from Longford. Each of these will receive £25. 
The remaining claimants failed from various causes, principally from not being children 
of day labourers in the prescribed counties. In the same manner the number of claimants 
on the second list was reduced to 110, viz., 63 from Meath and 47 from Longford. Each 
of these will receive five guineas. The remaining applications were rejected 
principally on the ground that the claimants were beyond the prescribed age, that their 
marriages had not been celebrated within twelve months from the time of forwarding 
their applications (that being the limit of time prescribed by the Court of Chancery), 
or that they were not the children of day labourers in the counties of Meath and Longford. 
It will thus be seen that the number of persons who have received, or have 
been declared entitled to marriage portions is 119, and that the sum to be divided 
amongst them will amount to £802 10s. 0 d. ; the balance of the income will be 
applied to discharge the costs, incurred in the proceedings in the Court of Chancery, 
and the other expenses attending the administration of the charity. 

14. The income of this charity property consists of a net annual sum of £643 16s. 9 d. 
derived from the rents of two properties in Meath and Longford, and also of £278 2s. 6 d. 
arising from the annual dividend on a sum of £9,388 4s. id. new 3 per cent, stock standing 
in the name of the Accountant-General of the Court of Chancery, this latter sum form- 
ing the accumulation of rents during the many years that it was found impracticable to 
find a sufficient number of claimants complying with the conditions of the Testator’s 
will. The distribution of the marriage portions will take place annually, but from the 
rules and principles laid down by the Court of Chancery to govern* the administration 
of the charity it is probable that in future years the number of applications will be con- 
siderably below, what it has been in the present year, and that consequently the sums 
paid for marriage portions to those on the second list will be larger than at present. 

15. Instances have occurred which indicate the advisability of larger powers being 
given for remoulding bequests of ancient dates, so as to better adapt them to modern 
requirements. The leading intentions of founders should, as far as practicable, be 
observed and respected, whilst details of administration might be modified, which by 
process of time have become unsuitable or obsolete, and which no longer carry out 
efficiently the charitable objects the founders had in view. In the lapse of time 
circumstances so materially change that we think a power of making corresponding 
changes in the management of such charities might safely be exercised ; even though it had. 
not become actually “ impracticable ” to follow literally the Testator’s instructions. For 
instance, we hold a small fund for the purchase of spinning wheels, near Lurgan. The 
Testator doubtless meant to encourage domestic industry, but he would not wish to do 
so in a manner now wholly disused in the place for which he designed it. 

In making this suggestion we are of opinion that no such variations should be made 
or attempted without first giving the fullest publicity, and affording parties an oppor- 
tunity of urging their objections, in the manner required by the Acts regulating our . pro- 
ceedings, in cases where a charity becomes “ impracticable.” 

16. After the passing of “The Charitable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland) 
1844,” the accounts of all sums arising from Charitable Donations and Bequests 
were annually audited by the Chief or Second Remembrancer, of the Court 
of Exchequer; until the abolition of those offices by an Act passed in the 13th 
and 14th years of your Majesty’s reign. From that time, and in accordance with the 
provisions of that Act, the Commissioners’ Charity Accounts were audited by Gerald 
Fitzgibbon, Esq., one of the Masters of the Court of Chancery, until the year 1877. 
In that year the “Supreme Court of Judicature Act (Ireland), 1877,” was passed, and 
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transferred the Jurisdiction to audit said Accounts to the Local Government Board of 
Ireland, and enabled the Lord Lieutenant in Council to make rules and regulations for 
providing for the proper and efficient exercise by the Local Government Board of such 
Jurisdiction. This has been done by air Order of the Lords Justices and Privy Council 
of Ireland made the 21st day of June, 1878. The Charity Accounts of the Commissioners 
for the year ending 31st of December, 1877, have been prepared in conformity with 
said Order, and are now ready for examination by such Auditor as the Local Govern- 
ment Board may appoint. 

17. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the pro- 
visions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Act, 1866 and our Appropriation 
Account for the year ending March 31, 1877, has been certified to be correct by the Auditor- 
General of Public Accounts. 

18. The total amount of the trust funds which were under our care and control in 
cash, and vested in Government and other securities, on the 31st December last, as well 
as the annual amount of rents and annuities under our control, will be found set forth 
in the second Schedule. 

All which we submit as our Beport, and in testimony thereof have caused our 
corporate seal to be hereto affixed, this I Oth day of July, 1878.
